SOME of the most inspirational 
people in Royal Greenwich have had 
their efforts officially recognised - and 
been awarded tickets for the Olympics 
and Paralympics as a thank-you. 

Scores of nominations were sent in 
by GT readers for the royal borough’s 
competition to choose and reward people 
who most inspire others by what they do 
in the community, in the arts or in sport. 

They included Mark Smith, from 
Woolwich Common, who has been a 
full-time charity worker for the Thames 
Reach charity for homeless people in 
London for four years. 

He said: “I meet homeless people and 
rough sleepers on the street, assess 
their needs, and try to find them 
accommodation through the charity. It’s 
a really rewarding job. 

“People are homeless because of lots 
of different circumstances. Many have 
alcohol or drug problems, or have lost 


their jobs or suffered bereavements.” 
Maria Goddard, from New Eltham, is 72, 
and has been doing voluntary work for 
55 years. She is still a voluntary helper 
teaching wheelchair skills to youngsters 
at Charlton Park School. She does 
voluntary work for Help the Aged, and 
supports deaf people and people with 
other disabilities. She also takes disabled 
children to Lourdes every year. 

She told GT: “I was really shocked when 
I got a phone call saying I had won. I 
thought it was someone trying to sell 
something - I’m really over the moon about 
it.” Another winner was Rebekah Kohler, 
17, from Blackheath, who goes to Crown 
Woods School. She teaches gymnastics 
and swimming to young children locally, 
and has represented Royal Greenwich in 
swimming, the Aquathon and the Mini 
Marathon. 

Rebekah told GT: “I’ve won tickets for 
the Olympic volleyball, which I’ve played, 
but never watched at this level, so I’m 
really looking forward to it.” 

The other winners were Ron Allison, 


from Charlton, nominated by his wife 
Joan for his 40 years as an athletics coach; 
Ellie Brown, who organises keep-fit buggy 
runs in Greenwich, Eltham and Sutcliffe 
Parks for mums; Katherine Breese, 
who spends lots of time as an unpaid 
volunteer with the Riding for the Disabled 
charity; Noel McTigue, who started a club 
for disabled swimmers; Sharon Gosal, 
who leads exercise sessions for older 
adults; Brett Tidman, who encourages

for Peninsula 


ANOTHER important step has been taken 
to develop the Greenwich Peninsula as 
a world-class location for business and 
enterprise. 

An historic agreement between the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich and an alliance of 
key Chinese entrepreneurs was due to be 
signed on Saturday (July 28). It means the 
Aigo Entrepreneurs Alliance (AEA group) 
will base their UK trade activities at Mitre 
Passage on the peninsula. 

The signing formalises talks that have been 
taking place to locate Chinese companies 
in Greenwich so they can work with local 
businesses to develop opportunities and 
grow their businesses in the UK. 

The peninsula is already expanding a new 
'digital hub' with the royal borough's own 
Digital Enterprise Greenwich Centre, next 
door to the Ravensbourne digital college. 


The site is rapidly becoming London's prime 
digital location, with a thriving commercial 
hub that is creating job opportunities for 
local people. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the 
royal borough, said: "Our signing of 
understanding with Aigo Entrepreneurs 
Alliance will strengthen our business ties 
internationally, particularly with China. 

"Greenwich Peninsula is already home to 
the world's most successful entertainment 
venue. The 02. As we continue to develop 
business ties and new industries here in the 
royal borough, we will see the area enjoy 
an international reputation for business 
and enterprise as well." 

The AEA alliance was founded last year 
by 12 leading Chinese entrepreneurs to 
promote leading Chinese brands from the 
country's rapidly growing private sector.

THE 2012 Games in London has brought huge 
opportunities for businesses based in the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich, both big and 
small. GT looks at how they are making the 
most of this once-in-a-lifetime event 


F IRMS of all shapes 
and sizes have 
spent months gearing 
up in readiness for the 
Games, keeping their 
fingers crossed for an 
unprecedented hoom 
in business. 

Many are hoping that 
the massive influx of 
spectators will send their 
trade soaring. Shops, 
cafes and restaurants 
in the royal borough 
are opening earlier and 
closing later during the 
Games. Many have taken 
on extra staff to cope with 
what they hope will be a 
surge in demand. 

For others, the lead-up to 
London 2012 has already 
produced dividends. 
Many local firms in the 
building industry have 


won contracts for ground 
clearance, construction 
and electrical installation 
work. Printers Richard 
Edward, which opened 
in Nathan Way, 
Thamesmead, 20 years 
ago, won contracts with 
the Olympic Deliver 
Authority (ODA) to 
produce postcards for 
sponsors featuring 
athletes, a guide showing 
the location of the events, 
and posters of the Olympic 
site. Sales manager 
Richard Douglas said: 
“It’s good to be involved 
with the Olympics, and 
to produce this work for 
such a big event and be 
part of it.” 

Meanwhile, business has 
been sizzling for Heaps 
Sausages in Nevada 
Street in Greenwich town 


centre, which opened 
eight months ago. They 
have been supplying 
construction workers at 
the Olympic site at nearby 
Greenwich Park with 
snacks for the last three 
months. Owner Martin 
Heap told GT: “We are 
conveniently placed for 
them and we have been 
opening earlier from 8am 
to 7pm. We picked up 
business by being flexible 
and offering what people 
wanted. 

“We make all our 
sausages on the premises, 
16 different types 
and fresh every day. 
Customers can either 
buy them cooked and in a 
bap, or take them home to 
cook. We offer traditional 
British products. We are 
hoping that we will get a 


The big Frieze! 

Sculpture a permanent legacy in Charlton Park 


A HUGE, brightly- 
coloured sculpture 
for children to play 
on and families to 
picnic around, opens 
tomorrow, (August 1). 

It’s all part of an 
Olympic legacy arts 
project that will leave 
the royal borough with 
a permanent reminder 
of the 2012 Games. 

The work - playfully 
called ‘Squeaky Clean’ 
- is in Charlton Park 
and has been created by 
innovative Greenwich- 
based sculptor Gary 
Webb, 39, who uses 
steamed wood, 

polished aluminium 
and cast resin to create 
playground-style 
equipment. 

It measures 12 by eight 
metres and local people 
were able to use it from 
the middle of July. The 
sculpture has been 
sponsored by the Frieze 
Foundation, a not-for- 


profit organisation that 
commissions artists - 
including work for the 
annual Frieze Art Fair 
in Regent’s Park each 
October. 

“We have similar 
things happening 
in all six Olympic 
host boroughs,” said 
Sorrel Hershberg, the 
foundation’s senior 
project manager. “But 
Gary’s will be the only 
permanent work. It 
will be a lasting legacy 
for people to enjoy 
in perpetuity, and 
will be an interactive 
sculpture for people to 
play with.” 

Work by another 
Frieze Foundation 
artist will be featured 
in different parts of the 
royal borough.

Training camps help firms 
prepare for the Games 


Team have hosted a total of 22 workshops 
with presentations both during the day 
and in the evening, and also a range of 
drop-in surgeries. Their mission was to help 
businesses prepare for the Games, keep any 
negative effects to a minimum, and capitalise 
on all the business opportunities. 

The team answered people's questions 
and corrected misunderstandings. They 
gave advice on planning for the Games, 
such as how to re-organise their delivery 
arrangements, and negotiated with Games 
organisers LOCOG to come up with working 
solutions on difficulties with deliveries, 
parking and access to premises. 

A total of 850 businesses took advantage 
of the chance to get advice and help. They 
included small pubs and cafes, estate agents, 
printing companies, training providers, 
stores, supermarkets, bars and restaurants. 
Businesses were also concerned about 
understanding the trading restrictions on 


advertising. So the team gave them advice 
on how to avoid contravening the rules. 

One of the many firms helped was Didiers 
Patisserie, based at City Cross Business 
Park in North Greenwich. They supply 
bakery products to Heathrow and Gatwick 
Airports and well-known City and West End 
restaurants, and rely on the Blackwall Tunnel 
to deliver to central London customers and 
A2 / M25 for the airports. The team arranged 
for Transport for London's freight team to 
work with Didiers to plan routes that would 
get deliveries to their customers on time 
during the Games. 

Sales and Logistics Manager Nadia Benabid 
said: "The team were very good helping us to 
organise our deliveries and work around the 
Games conditions."

M AJOR changes to the royal borough's 
roads and transport network have been 
made to cope with all the extra traffic and 
thousands of visitors as we host a third of all 
the Olympic and Paralympic events. 

This could have spelled big problems for 
local firms, who were concerned about the 
knock-on effect for their deliveries and 
parking for their customers. 

So the royal borough stepped in to help put 
their minds at rest through a series of events 
in Greenwich, Woolwich and Eltham. Since 
January, the Games Time Business Liaison

Chefs from the De Vere 
hotel group are training 
school-leavers to prepare 
some of the food at the 
association’s kitchens in 
Norman Way.

opportunity.”

surge of customers at the 
beginning and the end of 
each of the event days, plus 
we are hoping there will 
be people hovering around 
who don’t have tickets. We 
are now opening between 
7am to 10pm and we’ve 
taken on many more staff, 
who are mainly part-time 
students. We have doubled 
our business turnover.” 

The official opening of 
the London 2012 Games 
last Friday (July 27) also 
marked the opening of a 
temporary ‘pop-up’ cafe in 
Waller Road, Greenwich, 


near the DLR station. 
Made out of old shipping 
containers, it can seat 
around 200 people, both 
inside and outdoors. 
It is being run by the 
Greenwich Community 
Development Agency, 
(GCDA) which supports 
social enterprises. 

The cafe sells locally- 
produced ice cream 
and pastries, and the 
Greenwich Community 
Food Cooperative is 
supplying fruit and 
vegetables. All drinks 
served are fair trade. 
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Step back in time to discover royal Greenwich 


VISITORS and residents of royal Greenwich 
can trace the steps of servicemen, royalty and 
explorers who once lived in the borough. 
They can follow a three and a half mile walk 
in and around the Maritime Heritage site 
as part of a new project set up by the Royal 
Geographical Society to celebrate the Games. 
As one of the most famous maritime sites in 
the world, the area has been chosen as one 
of a few select walks on the "Walk the World" 
website developed as part of the national 
cultural Olympiad. 

The walk around Royal Greenwich follows in 
the footsteps of sailors and soldiers, kings 


and queens, inventors and explorers, who 
have been visiting for nearly 1,000 years. 

It also looks at how Royal Greenwich was 
built and prospered through its links to 
the wider world. Street names, buildings, 
monuments and people provide clues to 
these connections with Olympic nations 
which include Guyana, Venezuela, Cape Verde 
and China. 

RGS director. Dr Rita Gardner, told GT: 

"Royal Greenwich has a wealth of 
international links in its geography and 
history, and with Olympic fervour growing 
what better time to explore and discover the 


unexpected on your own doorstep." 

The Society has linked up with the Institute of 
British Geographers to call on local people to 
suggest any links they know of themselves. 

Dr Gardner added: "We hope that local 
residents will find this another exciting way 
that they can get involved with the Olympics 
and look forward to reading what suggestions 
they put forward for links in the region with 
other Olympic nations."

They stepped forward 
after government budget 
cuts meant the venue 
could no longer be run 
through the council. 

The centre is open three 
days a week and allows 
under- five year olds 
to interact with other 
youngsters, while mums 
have a chat for just 50p a 
session. 

Mum Lisa went along 
to the celebrations with 
her two-year-old Emily 
and told GT: “I’ve been 
coming about a year. It’s 
close to where I live and it 
gets us out and about. My 
daughter asks me every 
week to come, when we 
walk past and it’s closed

she’ll ask can we go in. 
Coming here has taught 
Emily to share and have 
good communication 
skills. Visits from the 
Pre-school Alliance have 
taught us things through 
their rhyme time and 
healthy eating sessions.” 
Mum-of-four Mrs. Iqbal 
had been attending the 
centre with four-year-old 
Haris and two-year-old 
Hadia for over two years 
before the takeover. She 
said: “My children get 
to meet other kids and 
use toys that we don’t 
have at home like the 
big bumper cars and 
the climbing frames. 
They get to socialise and 
meet children of other 


ages.” Head volunteer 
Cathryn Melani reflected 
on the year saying: 

“The only option was 
to have volunteers run 
the centre as parents 
weren’t happy at the 
prospect of complete 
closure. Since then it’s 
been well-attended, more 
than 50 families come in 
and parents regularly 
volunteer to help so it 
makes it all worthwhile.”

years: Racist and religious crime - up 
from 59 to 89; Homophobic crime up from 
6 to 7. 

Police officers, who deal with hate and 
homophobic crime, are running police 
surgeries in the Prince of Greenwich 
Pub, Royal Hill, on the last Friday of 
every month. The surgeries are in place 
to help people report hate crime and 
encourage victims to talk to specially 
trained officers. 

PC Stephen Proctor, an experienced 
LGBT officer, who runs the Friday 
surgeries said: “We know hate crime is 
under reported - some people are simply 
embarrassed about being a victim of hate 
crime and others may not know that hate 
crime can and should be recorded. If we 
don’t know it is happening, we can not 
investigate it. I would encourage anyone 
who has been a victim to contact us or 
Stop Hate UK. We are here to help”. 

Borough Commander Richard Wood 
said: “I ask my officers to ensure that we 
have victims at the forefront of our mind 
in our war against hate crime. I hope that 
our work with Stop Hate UK will give 
people the confidence to come forward 
and report incidents to us”. 

Rose Simkins, chief executive of Stop 
Hate UK said; “We are pleased to be 
able to provide support and information 
to people in the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich who witness or experience 
hate crime. We are also pleased to work 
in partnership with different agencies to 
tackle hate crime and ensure victims feel 
supported. 

“As an independent charity, it is our 
aim to give victims the confidence to 
report incidents, however, we recognise 
that sometimes victims and witnesses 
don’t want their details passed on and we 
always follow the wishes of the people 
who contact us.

Driver jailed 
for axe attack 

A MAN who attacked a bus driver 
with an axe when asked to move 
his vehicle has been jailed for eight 
months. 

The 45-year-old bus driver was 
driving down Sandy Hill Road, 
Woolwich, last December when he 
asked Terry Stower, 53, from Sparta 
Street, Greenwich, to move his van 
so that the bus could continue its 
journey. 

Stower became immediately 
aggressive and hit the driver with 
an axe, causing a cut to his throat, 
before fleeing the scene in his vehicle. 
Bus passengers assisted police and a 
number of CCTV sources were used to 
provide still images for circulation. 
Detectives managed to identify the 
vehicle registration number and the 
company for which the suspect was 
working, and that Stower was in the 
van. 

Officers from Greenwich CID and the 
Safer Transport team arrested Stower 
at his home address, where they 
found the 18-inch weapon. 

Stower was sentenced to eight months 
at Woolwich Crown Court on July 4. 
Officer in the case DC Debbie Jones 
said: “Stower displayed excessive 
violence against an innocent man 
who was purely doing his job. I 
am pleased with the result of this 
investigation and I hope Stower has 
time to reflect on the gravity of what 
he did and the lasting effect that his 
actions will have on the victim and 
his family.” 

She added: “We will continue to 
investigate incidents of this nature 
and ensure that victims are put at the 
centre of everything we do.”

Action taken to correct printing mistake 


LOCOG is taking action to 
correct errors with some of 
the parking permits that have 
been issued to residents to use 
during Games time. 

Some homes in the royal 
borough have either been sent too 
many parking and visitor permits, 
or permits that have the wrong 
details. 

The incorrect permits are those 
marked ‘Existing CPZ.’ The 
error is that they should have 
been printed with a designated 
parking zone. As a result, Games 
organisers LOCOG are replacing 
them with the correct permits. 
Where too many permits have 
been issued, LOCOG will reissue 
with the correct number of new 
ones. The permits sent previously 
will no longer be valid. 

The royal borough was first 
to point out the errors and have 
helped LOCOG to correct the 
situation as soon as possible. 
LOCOG are redistributing 
the correct 2012 Games Time 
residents and residents’ visitor 
permits, which residents should 
have received by post. 



If they have not arrived, 
residents should call the LOCOG 
London 2012 Games Parking 
Permit Service number on 0300 
777 2012. 

LOCOG has asked residents 
to display the previously issued 


permits and their LOCOG 
registration number until the 
new permits arrive. They should 
then display their new ones, and 
dispose of the old ones. Using the 
old ones could result in a fine or a 
vehicle being removed. 

Games time parking restrictions 
in the royal borough started last 
Friday, July 27 and apply until 
September 9. 

People with existing CPZ permits 
will not be required to apply for a 
Games Time Residents’ Permit, 
but will need to apply for Games 
time visitors’ permits. The 
visitors’ parking permits allow 
residents’ visitors to park within 
their zone only during the Games. 
Existing visitor vouchers for the 
controlled parking zone (CPZ) are 
not valid during the Games. 

Residents and businesses who 
might need a parking permit and 
have not yet applied should do 
so immediately as the parking 
restrictions are now in force.

IT will be easier for residents 
to cycle or walk during 
Games time thanks to a new 
initiative from Transport for 
London.

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£20,000 fake 
gear seized at 
car boot sale 

COUNTERFEIT goods worth £20,000 
were seized by Royal Greenwich trading 
standards officers and police from stalls 
at the boot fair held at the Meridian 
Sports Club, Charlton, on July 14. 

Nearly 1,000 branded polo tops, T-shirts 
and shirts, jeans, trousers, hats, caps, 
belts, sunglasses and jewellery were 
confiscated from seven different stalls. 
Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet member 
for community safety, said: “The 
seizure of such a large quantity of 
counterfeit goods is a great example of 
the dedicated work of Royal Greenwich 
officers and Met Police partners. This 
sends out a clear message to all those 
wishing to sell counterfeit goods in 
Greenwich - it will not be tolerated.” 
Fines of up to £5,000 can be imposed 
in the magistrates’ court and 
imprisonment for up to six months, 
while at the Crown Court unlimited 
fines may be imposed with up to ten 
years’ imprisonment for trademarks 
offences. 

Copyright owner may also sue for 
damages in the civil courts. The boot 
fair organisers have made assurances 
that those sellers will be banned from 
the Meridian for all future events. 
Greenwich Police officers also seized 
an uninsured vehicle and dealt with a 
cannabis possession offence.

Early success for new housing fraud team 


ROYAL Greenwich's new Unauthorised 
Occupation Team has already recovered over 
50 properties in their first three months of 
investigating tenancy fraud on the borough. 

The team, put together in February, is 
clamping down on the financial losses 
Royal Greenwich suffers due to tenancy 
fraud and in turn reducing the waiting lists 
for re-housing, through investigating and 
successfully repossessing properties. 

Tenancy fraud can involve obtaining a 
property by deception, such as claiming 


to be homeless while living elsewhere, or 
sub-letting a property once moved-out. 

It is estimated that tenancy fraud costs 
UK taxpayers £900million per year, and 
that between two and five per cent of all 
social housing is being sub-let, equating 
to between 460 and 1,150 properties in 
Greenwich. 

Cllr Steve Offord, cabinet member for 
housing, said: "Royal Greenwich has a 
limited number of properties to let, and 
priority for housing is based on needs. We 


have an obligation to house our vulnerable 
residents, but due to housing shortages 
we are often forced to place families in 
temporary accommodation, at much greater 
cost. By recovering properties from those 
committing fraud we are saving unnecessary 
public spend and ensuring we can home 
those in need." Residents are encouraged to

Time called on pub 
double measures 


ROYAL borough pubs are being 
reminded that they must make 
smaller measures of certain 
drinks available, following 
complaints from customers fed 
up of paying double. 

In 2010, there was a change 
in the law requiring pubs to 
have smaller measures of some 
alcoholic drinks available, 
and to make that availability 
known to their customers. Beer 
in half pints, wine in 125ml 
measures and spirits in 25 or 
35ml measures must be offered, 
alongside any larger measures. 

But some licensed premises 


have been refusing to sell single 
or smaller measures, leading to 
the Royal Greenwich trading 
standards and licensing teams 
needing to step in and remind 
them of the law. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Cabinet Member 
for Community Safety and 
Environment said: “Pubs and 
clubs must ensure they abide by 
the law when it comes to drinks 
measurements. By only offering 
large measures, customers are 
unfairly forced to pay more, 
and may well end up drinking 
far more than they originally 


intended, leading to possible 
adverse health effects.” 

Royal Greenwich is writing 
to all pubs in the borough 
to remind them of the law 
changes and to advise them 
of their obligations to ensure 
that customers are made aware 
of the availability of smaller 
measures of drink.

Eighteen-year-old Hayley Bennett from 
Shooters Hill said: "I learned a lot during the 
programme and had fun with it too. There were 
all different types of people and workshops that 
came in to teach about a range of different things 
from gang violence and money management ro 
interview techniques and job clinics and I also 
achieved a first aid certificate."

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.

Royal borough accounts 
given clean bill of health 


THE royal borough’s 
financial accounts were 
given a clean bill of health 
by the Audit Commission 
in a report which praised 
its “robust financial 
management”. 

Last week’s report praised 
the way the royal borough 
has continued to prioritise 
delivering front line services 
at a time when budgets 
were under pressure from 
central government cuts. 

The Commission noted that 
this had been achieved as 
“savings made have been 
largely limited to back office 
functions.” 

The council has also 
managed to deliver a net 
under spend of £0.671m 
even though Council Tax 
levels have been frozen for 
five consecutive years and 
in spite of the size of the 
financial challenges it faced. 
The Commission stated that 
this was in line with the 
royal borough’s “good track 
record at meeting budgetary 
guidelines”. 


In summary, it concluded 
there were “no matters 
arising” from their work on 
assessing the standard of 
value for money that Royal 
Greenwich provides. It noted 
that the draft accounts were 
submitted ahead of deadline, 
and the Audit Commission 
praised Royal Borough for 
“timely responses to audit 
queries” and the “strong 
working arrangements 
between the Commission and 
royal borough officers.” 
Royal borough leader 
Chris Roberts said: “This 
is a ringing endorsement 
of the approach we have 
taken to our finances. We 
have successfully balanced 
investing in our front line 
services alongside freezing 
our Council Tax rates for 
the fifth time in a row. We 
have been able to do this by 
becoming more efficient and 
without the closure of key 
services such as libraries 
and children’s centres, 
which we know residents 
value.”

the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich.” 

Famed as the first British junior 
football club to win a near £lm 
Football Foundation grant in 
2001, Long Lane was approached 
two years ago by the London 
Organising Committee of the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games 
(LOCOG) to apply for the ground 
to become one of the training 
centres for Olympic football 
teams. 

“We ticked four of the five 
boxes,” said Mick, “but failed the 
fifth - irrigation. We thought our 
chance had gone - until LOCOG 
said they would finance it 
because they were so happy with 
everything else.” 

Having a 19-acre site in the 
right area and opening their 
facilities to schools, colleges and 
community groups, as well as 
their own 38 teams from adults to 
boys and girls teams at Under 7, 
clinched it for the Blue and Black 
stripes. 

The three pitches each have 15 
pop-up sprinklers and there are 
others across the Dursley Road 
ground, allowing Mick to water 
a goalmouth, centre circle or 


even an entire pitch at the press 
of a switch in the refurbished 
clubhouse. 

“The benefits for the club 
and the royal borough are just 
wonderful,” said Mick. “Sharon 
Brokenshire’s special football 
league regularly uses the ground 
for free and it was this community 
aspect that so impressed LOCOG. 

“We had already got a second 
grant from the Football 
Foundation as part of our plan 
for the future - for drainage and 
laser levelling of the pitches - so 
this has all been the icing on the 
cake. 

“LOCOG’s advance came at the 
right time because we had to play 
away from the ground while all 
the work was being done, so we 
were losing revenue. Greenwich 
Council helped big time by 
allowing us to play at Avery Hill 
Park for 16 months. 

“The amazing thing is that it’s 
all coming to us after the Games, 
a legacy not just for us but for 
the whole of the royal borough. 
Another dream I’ve had is to gain 
a major sponsor. Maybe even 
that will come true now!” 

Gemma Crowley, LOCOG’s 
training venue manager, has been 
based at Long Lane since July 


2. She told GT: “I am massively 
impressed. As someone who has 
come from sport in Ireland at a 
grassroots and a national level, 
it’s fantastic to see what the 
Olympics is going to leave Long 
Lane and the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich. 

“It’s great to see how people 
in the area, especially children 


and young people, will benefit 
from the club being an Olympic 
training venue. You’d find it very 
difficult to find pitches of this 
fantastic quality at normal club 
level.” 

Cllr Peter Kotz, cabinet member 
for culture and the Olympics, 
said: “The facilities take your 
breath away and it’s so exciting 


that they will become a royal 
borough legacy from the Games. 
Long Lane have always delighted 
us with their achievements 
on and off the pitch, and we 
shouldn’t really be surprised by 
this latest, greatest chapter in 
their club’s history.”

WITH three days to go before the 
Olympic football squads turned up, 
Mick Northwood was still pinching 
himself. 

The Long Lane JFC supremo positively 
beamed as he showed GT around the once 
derelict 19-acre site in Kidbrooke that 
will now be the training centre for the 
quarter-final teams - hopefully including 
England and Brazil - in the London 2012 
football competition.

I’m still pinching myself about. When you 
think what it was like when we took over 
in 1994 this really is a dream come true. 

“It will cost us to keep the pitches up to 
this standard - and ideally we’d like a full- 
time groundsman - but you know we’ll be 
working at it non-stop. We’ll be looking to 
stage special football tournaments here 
and get the reputation as the Wembley of
